So far as is know n 
th ere Is no t a sufferer from fever In 
town, an d few lf any, people are 111. 
T h e d ip h th e ria scare has not even 
a m o u n ted to a scare since th e only 
p a tie n t is now well nu th e way to re­ 
covery and th ere Is not unusual d a n ­ 
cer for 
a spread 
of th e 
disease. 
Coughs and colds m ay b o th er th e 
youth and maid who stan d ton lorm 
by th e garden g a te or sw ing to late 
in th e comm odious ham m ock, b u t be­ 
yond th ese trifles th ere is a painful, 
to th e doctors, absence of sickness, 
and t he cliv is as h ealth y and robust 
as a co u n try maiden. 
H ut th ere Is 
dan g er in th e air. 
A t present It is 
only a sm all cloud on th e horizon, b u t 
it will no t rem ain long in t h a t co n d i­ 
tion. 
T h e n atu ral process of develop­ 
m e n t will increase It to a full-fledged 
th u n d e r cloud, and a storm of sickness 
will break over th e city.

sweep th e m down th e river.

m o n th s th e sewers of P ittsb u rg . A l­ 
legheny an d th e south side have been 
em ptying th e ir w ealth of garbage into 
Hie river. 
T h is has piled up in th e 
arbor and floated down a g a in st th e 
am u n til th ere is a vast q u a n tity of 
w aitin g for a few rains to send It 
tow ard th e tow ns and cities below, 
and t h a t is n o t all.

Mr Cutin discovered a clew to 
the origin of game* among the American 
Indians. 
Tile pack of cards is shown to have orig 
inally consisted of a bundle of pm rtiral 
arrows, marked w ith the signs of th* 
world quarters. The feat hen si part of those 
arri iws, bearing eosin leal marks, was first 
used in fortune telling, and from this us* 
the cant games arose 
In America the In 
diaris did not got iieyond the use of carved 
and patnted.staves. 
The American ease 
shows the practical arrow s of tho McCloud 
river Indians of California, marked with 
colored ribbons by w hich they wen* dis 
tingulshed. 
Hide by sido witli them art 
the gambling sticks of the Baidas of Yan 
couvcr's island, sim ilarly marked with 
rings of color and used like ranis in their 
gambling even at the present day. In the 
adjoining can**, devot«*d to eastern Asia, 
the practice arrows of Korea are shown, 
and with them the derived playing cards, 
hen* made of oiled palier, yet t Haring, both 
on Diebacks and faces, devices copied from 
the cut feathers of the airow s

ilexes at the ends. These ranis an* double 
headers, as indued were tile gambling 
sl icks, carrying back tile idea of tho com­ 
mon playing cards w ith double heads and 
Index marks to the most remote antiquity.
